1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim.

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 25 are 27 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 25, line 1, "is" should be inserted before "formed". 

In claim 27, the abbreviation on line 2 should perhaps recite the full terms and not the 
abbreviation alone. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 17-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls within the 
broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the resulting claim 
does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
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2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex 
parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is 
followed by "such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim 
indefinite by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is 
(a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald^ 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 17 recites the broad recitation an 
opening, and the claim also recites an opening in an automobile which is the narrower statement 
of the range/limitation. 

In claim 17, line 7, and claim 18, line 2, the "higher area" recited is unclear in how the 
deformation constitutes this higher area. 

Claim 18 recites the limitation "a projecting portion" and "a positioning stop" in line 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

11. Claims 17, 19-20, and 22-28, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by the well known prior art of Figures 4-5 and 8-9. 
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For claim 17, the well know prior art of Figures 4-5 and 8-9 discloses a seal (19) for a 
fixed window covering an opening for an automobile, in the form of a profile comprising a 
longitudinal groove (23) with a sidewise U-shaped transverse section for attachment to an edge 
of the window and a masking lip (25) covering a space between the edge of the window and an 
adjacent edge of the opening, wherein on an interior surface (or interior wall 22) of the seal a 
longitudinal rib (28) which has, only in certain discontinuous localized areas, at least one 
permanent deformation (in the form of a strip 27) which constitutes a higher area (or longer area) 
on the rib than along the rest of the rib, thereby forming a projecting portion (Figure 9) that 
serves as a positioning stop (17) in order to maintain optimal spacing between the seal and edges 
of the opening. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the well known 
prior art of Figures 4-5 and 8-9 as applied to claim 17 above and in view of DochnahL 

The well known prior art lacks the seal surrounding the entire perimeter of the window. 

Dochnahl (4,165,083) teaches a seal surroimding the entire perimeter of a window. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have provided the seal around the entire perimeter as taught by Dochnahl in order to 
better seal the entire window including any hidden or covered areas. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



14. Claim 18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
